Compulsory government economic planning, whether 
it be forced on the people or engulf them gradually un- 
der the guise of reform, is equally destructive of free- 
dom. 

As W. H. Prentis, Jr.. chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the National Association of Manufacturers, 
points out, none of the "middle-of-the-roaders" in eco- 
nomics, government,, and the church who approve lim- 
ited planning for basic industries, "would fed very com- 
fortable with a little cancer in any portion of their hon- 
orable bodies. They seem perfectly serene, however, 
about implanting the carcinoma of state socialism in the 
national body politic.*' 

Both the Communists and Nazis recognize the fact 
that it is the whole hog or none at all.- .Stalin himself 
has said that "without getting rid of capitalism and 
abandoning the system of private ownership in the means 
of production, you cannot create planned economy." 
And a keen analyst of the German scene has written: 

"The experience of the last few years shows that 
economic plannini; and a system of free enterprise cannot 
permanently endure side by side in the same nation. For 
example, the Nari system of wage and price control 
must be cxf.ndL-d to every area which they dominate.

NEW GUINEA: 
Allies Take Gona 

The Japs' narrow benchhead in 
New Guinea bocume narrower whon 
Allied forces directed in the field by 
General MacArthur occupied the en- 
tire Gona area. In the culmination 
of a campaitin be^un several mnnths 
before, the Allied armies thus re- 
duced Japan's hold in Xew Gumva 
to a tenuous sofjnient. 

The loss of Gona left the Ja[)S 
confmod to a narrow strip of coiust 
centering on the Buna area. 12 miles 
to the south. The .N'ippnnesc made 
their first landing at Gona last 
July and from this beachhead start- 
ed an invasion drive thnt carried 
them across thi^ Ow.-n S;:in!ey moun- 
tains nearly tu the Allied base at 
Port Moresby. 

The enemy's continued disregard 
for even the mast elementary con- 
ventions of warfare was further em- 
phasized by con-iniuniqucs from 
General MacArthur's headttuartcrs 
dcclarmg that Jap planes have "vi- 
olated the laws of war by repeated 
attacks upon Allied hospital instal- 
latiuns. killin!* doctors, medicar per- 
sonnel and patients." 

The ri.^inu cfTfCtiv.-ncss of Anr.cri- 
can and Australian air power in 
the Southwest Pacific was indicat'^d 
by figures which .showed that Gen- 
eral MacArthur's airmen had rte- 
slroyod nex-^rly 300 Jap.planes in the

Air Tempo Boosted 

AUhoush shorter .-Vxis supply lines 
had given them the cdt:e in the early 
stages of the battle for Tunis and 
Bizerte. the lonp-ran^^e advantages 
clearly lay with tne Allies, even con- 
sidering their overland haul to bring 
up men and materials from ports in 
.-Mceria. 

Thai the preponderance of Allied 
strength was being brought to bear 
was indicated by uver-increasinp air 
activity, with swarms of .-\merican 
and British planes providing cover 
for land operations.

WAR COSTS: 

78 Billion in '43 

With budget experts estimating 
war expenditures at 73 billion dol- 
lars for the 1943 fiscal year. Amer- 
icans learned that the cost of ho 
first year of the war agamst the 
Axis was over 46 billions— or more 
than the entire cost of parlicipalmg 
In the First World war 25 years ago. 

Treasury department statements 
disclosed that current war expendi- 
turcs were running at the rate of six 
billion dollars a month, which was 
about four times what they were 
under the national defense program 
before Pearl Harbor. 

Fiscal authorities pointed out that 
when the United States entered the 
First World war it had a gross pub- 
lic debt of about P^ billion dollars. 
B\ Novomhor 30. vm, that debt had 
risen to 19 billion 438 million dol- 
lars. Gross pubhe debt had risen 
from 55 billion, 231 million in De- 
cember. 1941. to 103 billion. 57* mil- 
lion dollars at the end of December, 
1942. 

FRENCH ELEET: 
Tit for Tat 

When Vichv-inspircd news sources 
first made public reports indicating 
that the entire French fieet had been 
scuttled at Toulon, after the Nazis 
entered me naval base. Washington 
otUcials were publicly skeptical. 

That this skepticism wa.s justified 
was indicated by a navy department 
announcement that 20 French ships 
' had apparentlv been left intact and 
were now in the Nazis" po.-^-?cssion_ 
These included 15 warships ano 
five tankers. The anrounrement 
added thnt an un^pLCified number 
of vessels, including tliree battle- 
ships were damaged and might be 
reclaimed. 

In issuing the memorandum. Sec- 
retary of Navy Frank Knox said it 
was prepared on the findings of 
reconnais.-an^e Mights over Toulon. 
It showtd ti-.at of 75 ships in the 
harbor. 51 were sunk, damai^ed or 
missing, four escaped and 20 went 
unharmt d. 

The unfavorable news concerning 
the Toulon warships was largely bal 
arced bv the announcement by 
Lieut. Gen. Dwi):ht D. EismhoweT 
from his African headquarters thai 
French fieet units at Dakar, pluf 
port facilities and airports were be 
ing made immedialeiy available ti 
the United Nations.

^France Trails 

U. S. in Science 



^'' Once One of World Leaders, 
Now Laga Five Years 
Because of War. 
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VICHY.— France, once one of the 
■world's leaders in science, is five 
years behind the* United States in 
scientific progress because of the 
war. 

Optical grinders have turned from 
the manufacture of microscopes to 
range-finders ; glaziers have little 
time to make test tubes and high- 
grade steel is required for less hu- 
mane instruments than surgical 
tools. 

"As a result of -the war," Dr. Pi- 
erre Lecomte du Nouy, a director 
at.the Paris Sorbonne, said, "Euro- 
peon— and specifically French— sci- 
ence is five years behind what is be- 
ing done in the United States." 

Lack Glassware. 

"Laboratory work has become un- 
believably dimcult," he said. "In a 
general way, glassware, without 
which we can do nothing, is almost 
unobtainable. We were recently un- 
able to obtain delivery of some anti- 
typhus serum from our laboratory 
in Algiers because we could not get 
the special bottles needed for its 
transport." 

Specialized instruments ore scarce 
because of metal shortoges. Opti- 
cal precision instruments no longer 
can be manufactured in France and 
«rders to German manufacturers— 
once the world's best— are delayed 
two years with no guarantee of .de- 
livery. 

Small electric motors and refrig- 
erators, necessary to laboratories, 
cannot be found. Machine tools can 
be obtained in the occupied zone 
only by a "metal voucher" which 
must be countersigned by the Ger- 
man authorities. 

Chemicals are rare and all pre- 
cious metal salts are delivered only 
in return for their equivalent weight 
in metal forms. Essential oils— ol- 
ive, ,peanutj coconut and linseed— 
ore lacking and mineral oils such 
-as paraflln are- almost priceless. 
Lack Fuel and Supplies. 

Physicians are hampered by'a 
shortage of vaseline for dressing 
wounds. A- crude oil synthetic -sub- 
stitute has been developed but sev- 
eral deaths have been reported from 
its use. 

French drug firms may no lonyoi 
manufacture tincture of iodine be- 
cause Gorman medical authorities 
oppose its use. Instead they use 
mercurochromo. The Ingredients of 
aspirin are exhausted in France- 
only that marketed by the German 
I. G. Farbenindustrio can bo ob- 
tained. Even the favored French 
eau de cologne is missing from shop 
windows. 

And the peasants no longer sell 
4heir rabbits and guinea pigs to the 
researchers. If ihcy have thorn, 
they oatHhem. 

"We have boon lucky enough to 
find' n kind of scienlinc black mar- 
ket where wo can got laborotory ani- 
mals," one research worker said, 
"But at what a price— 150 francs 
for a rabbit and 30 francs for a 
guinea pig. Tliat is terrific when 
you consider that we need 100 or 
more animals for any kind of an 
experiment."
